was based on Die total regis- 
trillion or peuple who gave 
blood nl the clinics. However, 
a certain number or people had 
to he rejected by Die Red Cross 
for medical rc*«otis; or bad 
given blood too recently. I". or 
M. had 188 rejections, while 
Mctiill only had 70.

This meet- 
ing will be held at 1:00 p.m. in the Union Ballroom, and 
300 students must be there to have a quorum. 



* The first item on the agenda is i 
tho proposed change in the word- 1 
Ing of Die constitution, requested 
by Die Women's Union. The cons- 
titution now states that one re- 
presentative of the undergrad- 
uate membors of the Women's 
Union shall be appointed eacli 
year to the SEC. If the suggested 
change is carried out Die cons- 
tl' itlon would read "Die presid- 
ent of the MWSAA" Instead 6f 
"one representative of the under- 
graduate members of Die Women's 
Union." 

SECOND ITEM 
Tile second item on the agenda 
is the proposal of some three hun- 
dred engineers that the represent- 
ation of Arts & Science on the 
SEC should bo lowered. A quo-

Speaking beforo a banquet

The Player's Club ..oserves noth- 
ing short of a solid gold medal 
for lis production of "Legend «I 
I/overs" by Jean Anouilh. The 
play Is being produced In Arena 
Style, vory dlfflcu* medium for 
proper presentation. Unlike Pros- 
cenium, the conventional modo ol 
dramatic presentation. In which 
the audience faces tho stage in 
only one dlroctlon, Arena has the 
audionco surrounding tho stago, 
thus, In fact, facing It in four 
directions. This Is particularly 
difficult since thore aro four first 
rows practically on stage, and any 
distractions from tho audience ca.i 
throw the actors off. Howover, as 
In ••Thunder Hock", "Naked" and 
Candida", all produced very suc- 
cessfully In Arena Stylo, the Play- 
er's Club again scores a great 
success In this medium. 

Tho play, ably directed by 
Norma Hprlngford, Is ajnodem 
adaptation of tho fnmous 
Greek "Orpheus Legend". An- 
ouilh molds the ancient tragedy 
of Orpheus and Eurydice Into 
n wlerd fantasy, which at Its ' 
best fulfills all the conditions J { 
of the fnntnstic. Thero arc 
times, however, when the play 
becomes a bit too philosophical. 
Hut, on tho whole, the play Is 
good, nnd Anouilh presents an 
Interesting piece of tragedy.
